W. C. A. AT CLEVELAND 


From April !flth to 20th the Sixth 
Convention of the Young Women’s 
Christian Associations of the United 
States of America will convene in 
Cleveland. Twenty-five hundred dele¬ 
gates are expected from the thousand 
centers located in small arid large 
cities, town and country communities 
nnd coIh'geK. From China, Japan, In¬ 
dia, South America, Siberia and the 
countries of Europe where the Y. W 
C. A. 1 1 ns established work for girls, 
flpenkors and representatives will al¬ 
so come to give a world-wide report 
of what the Association has accom¬ 
plished in the past five yearn i n- 
ukuelI significance attaches to Ihi- 
Convention up it is the first to he held 
id nee UH5. The one called for 191S 
was not held, in accordance with the 
general advice of the Government 
that nil such gatherings lie eliminated 
tluring the war period. 

The Convention will assemble in 
Masonic Temple on tile afternoon of 
April 13th, All morning and after¬ 
noon sessions will tic given over to the 
IniBinaBS of the Convention, t,o con¬ 
sideration of the many now and per¬ 
plexing problems the Association fac¬ 
es in a world changed by years of 
war. 

“The face of the world has changed 
since we met in convention in Los 
Angeles in 1015,” said Mrs. Robert 
E. Speer, president of the National 
Board of the Y, W. C. A,, in her Call 
of the Sixth Convention sent out re¬ 
cently to all General Secretaries, “No 
change is greater than the new ex¬ 
pectancy with which a troubled world 
looks to the mind and spirit of worn 
an. Many problems of the present 
ami future arts in her hands. The 
call to the Sixth Convention is a 
- mm norm to the members of the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa 
(ion to seek the ways of the most ef¬ 
fective service in a world which will 
never again he the same for women ” 

Two sections of the Association 
membership, the student and the in¬ 
dustrial, am facing serious questions. 
Discussion of the basis of member¬ 
ship in n student association and of 
a Christian order in industry are two 
of the problems that will engross the 
attention and the collective thinking 
of the twenty five hundred women 
representing the thousands of Y. W. 
C. A. members in their home towns.

Suppose Lhut for thiH renann the 
war was lengthened only 2 months, 
whut duvs this mean? St. means this: 
During every month of the World 
War 100.000 men wore killed; 200,- 
000 wore wounded, ot missing. Thus - 
months’ delay means the needless kill¬ 
ing of 20il,000 niefi* the needI ms 
wounding of 400,000 more. Ii means 
that metric standardization would 
have saved the world the suffering, the 
poverty, the destruction of earning 
power represented by these 200,000 
deaths, and 400,000 injuries.
